+ I S, I preſume, gencrally known, That up- 
on a late Special Commiſſion of Oier and 
7erminer, and Goal Delivery of the Ad- 
miralty , there were cightPerſons that received Sen- 
rence of Death, for ſeveral Pyracics and Robberies 
Committed on the Seas, which they ſtood Indifted for, 
and Convicted of ; Some Account having been al- 
ready Printed of the ſame : Bur ſuch is-our Sove- 
reigns Gracious Clemeney and Mercy, that Six of 
chem have been vouchſafed a Reprieve as to their 
Lives, being ( as is ſa1d )) to be tranſported for the 
Service of His Majeſties Gallies, ac' Tangier : Bur 
 theCrimes of the other Two being ſo Notorious ; "Ir 
was held neceſſary that they ſhould Suffer accordin 
to Law, tor Examples, to Deter others for the ſu- 
rure, from actempting ſuch Netarious and Miſchievous 
Crimes: For though the Stroaks of Juſtice may ſome- 
times be Averted by Intervening Mercy ; yer if the 
Edgz of hcr Sword ſhould be wholly Rebared, Men 
would grow bold to trample on all Laws, and make 
ſuch indifereet Indulyence acceffary to their Rapines 
and Cruelries,
